The Honorable Mr Justice Gerard La Forest is 
a Judge of the Supreme Court of Canada. 
Before being called to the Supreme Court in 
1985, Mr Justice La Forest was a Judge of the 
Court of Appeal in his home province of New 
Brunswick. He was Assistant Deputy 
Attorney General of Canada in 1970 and four 
years later became a Commissioner of the 
Federal Law Reform Commission. 

An academic and a scholar, Mr Justice 
La Forest was Dean of the University's 
Faculty of Law from 1968-70 and has taught at 
the University of Ottawa, McGill University, 
University of Montreal and the University of 
New Brunswick. A Rhodes Scholar, he earned 
both his LLD and JSD at Yale. His scholarly 
writings are numerous and several remain as 
landmarks: Disallowance and Reservation of 
Provincial Legislation, Extradition To and Prom 
Canada, and The Allocation of Taxing Power 
Under the Canadian Constitution. 

He has been asked by the federal government 
to undertake a number of special 
assignments, among which was the 
development of Indian Land Claims policy in 
the Department of Justice; the negotiation of 
Yukon land claims, the federal negotiation 
team; drafting the Canadian Constitutional 
Charter (1971); and the development of policy 
of Human Rights and Interests Legislation 
(1971-74). 

To commemorate the awarding of the 
honorary degree to the Honorable Mr Justice 
Gerard La Forest, the Senate is donating the 
following volume to the Bruce Peel Special 
Collections Library: Rodolphe Petter's 
English-Cheyenne Dictionary. . . Printed in the 
interest of the Mennonite Mission among the 
Cheyenne Indians of Oklahoma and 
Montana, Kettle Falls, Washington, 1913-15.

An alumnus of this University, The 
Honorable Chief Justice W Kenneth Moore, 
Court of Queen's Bench of Alberta, practiced 
law in his hometown of Calgary for 20 years. 
He was appointed to the Supreme Court of 
Alberta, Trial Division in 1972 and was a 
senior partner in the law firm of Moore, 
Lougheed, Atkinson, McMahon and Tingle. 
His activities with the Canadian Bar 
Association have been extensive: he is past 
President (Alberta Branch), member of the 
National Executive Committee, and has 
chaired the annual convention held in Banff. 

Chief Justice Moore's interests extend beyond 
the courtroom and his community 
involvements have been varied and 
numerous. He is past President of several 
Calgary organizations: the Booster Club, 
Family Service Bureau, Catholic Charities of 
Calgary, and the city's Federation of 
Community Associations. Chief Justice Moore 
has also been an executive member of the 
Calgary Exhibition and Stampede (President, 
Vice-President and Director). 

An avid sportsman. Chief Justice Moore not 
only played professional sport as a member of 
the Edmonton Eskimos and Calgary 
Stampeders football teams, but also sat as an 
associate director of the Stampeder football 
club and coached amateur sport teams for a 
number of years. 

To commemorate the awarding of the 
honorary degree to the Honorable Chief 
Justice W Kenneth Moore, the Senate is 
donating the following volume to the Bruce 
Peel Special Collections Library: Edmonton 
Bulletin, Frank Oliver, proprietor. Edmonton, 
1887-1890. Frank Oliver brought the first 
printing press to Edmonton and edited its 
first weekly paper. These 21 original issues, 
printed between 1887-90 are a tangible 
demonstration of Alberta's history.

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University Mace 




The University of Alberta Mace was 
designed and crafted specifically for the 
University as a gift from Dr Francis 
Phillip Galbraith, Chancellor of the 
University of Alberta from 1964 - 1970. 

It was presented by his son, Michael 
Galbraith, on behalf of his father on 
May 26, 1970. 

Among its elements: the Star of Saint 
Thomas Aquinas, the Patron Saint of 
Scholars; the Wild Rose of Alberta; the 
Maple Leaf; and the separate charges 
which make up the University's Coat of 
Arms. The University motto 
"Quaecumque Vera" encircles the staff. 
The Mace is made of sterling silver which 
was rhodium plated after the insertion of 
the various enamelled shields which 
make up its elements. A special 
electro-plate process was used to apply 
24 carat gold to other parts of the Mace. 

It was intended that the Mace should be 
modern in appearance but with medieval 
origins. The preponderance of visual 
weight at the top of the staff and the 
rather complex section through the 
metalwork at this point are reminiscent 
of the use of the mace as a weapon, 
defensive or aggressive. 

The Mace is carried before the 
Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, in 
procession and rests on its stand in full 
view of the assembly during 
Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace 
was a symbol of authority over life and 
death. Today it represents power — but 
the power of knowledge and the 
importance of the University in the 
community. 
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University Ceremonial Chairs 



The Chancellor's Chair 
was presented to the 
University of Alberta 
as a gift from the 1922 
graduating class. It is 
made of solid oak with 
a padded leather back 
and seat. Above the 
padded leather back is 
carved the University 
motto "Quaecumque 
Vera" together with 
the class year, 1922, 
and the University 
coat-of-arms. 

In 1987, the family and 
friends of Dr Charles 
Malcolm Macleod, 
Chairman of the Board 
of Governors from 
1950 to 1966, presented 
a memorial gift to the 
University of an oak 
stand for the 
University of Alberta 
Mace and two 
additional chairs for 
use by the President 
and the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors 
at Convocation. 
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Academic Dress 


The tradition of academic dress dates back to 
the early fourteenth century. Its origins seem 
to have been mainly ecclesiastical but partly 
functional. Since the early institutions of 
higher learning in England were run by and 
for the members of religious orders, clerical 
discipline prevailed, and tonsured heads and 
clerical garb were required. However, it is 
probable that long woolen gowns were 
considered necessary in any case to shield 
medieval scholars from the dampness and 
cold of the unheated buildings and that 
hoods were used to provide warmth to their 
shaven heads. 

The hoods or cowls of monastic orders, 
which in warm weather could be thrown 
back to fall between the shoulders, were 
superseded as headdress by the ecclesiastical 
calotte or skull cap, but were retained as a 
sort of cape. After the Reformation the 
clerical skull cap was replaced by the 
academic "round cap", a circular, velvet 
bonnet, which is still prescribed for higher 
degrees by a number of universities. The 
mortar board, the hard, square cap that is so 
commonly used as academic headdress 
today, evolved from the softer, more flexible 
"square cap" that was introduced in England 
in about 1490. 


From these early beginnings a code of 
academic dress gradually evolved. Colours 
were introduced in the borders and linings of 
the hoods to distinguish between degrees in 
different fields of study, and a variety of 
patterns of both gowns and hoods was 
developed to distinguish between different 
levels of degrees. 


Academic dress at the University of Alberta 
conforms to the customary Cambridge shape 
(a gown of black material falling below the 
knee with full sleeves cut to the elbow and 
terminating in a point). Hoods are of the 
Oxford pattern of spruce green material with 
a border for bachelors, and a full lining for 
masters and doctors of medicine and dental 
surgery, of the colour distinctive of the 
faculty.

Doctor's gowns and hoods (PhD and EdD) 
conform to the Intercollegiate Code in shape, 
size and colour, with velvet trim on the 
sleeves in either Philosophy blue for the 
PhD, or Education light blue for the EdD on 
a black gown. Doctor's of Laws wear a 
full-dress scarlet robe faced with white silk. 

Doctor's hoods are of black material to match 
the gown, and a full lining is of gold satin 
with a six-inch green satin chevron. The 
velvet trim distinguishes the two degrees 
and matches the velvet trim on the gown. 

Honorary degree hoods (LLD, DLitt and 
DSc) are of scarlet in the Cambridge form 
and have a full lining of white silk. 

The President of the University wears a 
green gown faced with gold braid trim and 
lining and a green mortar board with a gold 
tassel. The Chancellor and Chancellors 
Emeriti wear gowns of teal blue with silver 
trim and velvet mortar boards with silver 
tassels; the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors' gown is black with gold-braid 
trim and the mortar board has a gold tassel. 
The gowns of the three senior officials bear 
an embroidered crest of the University. 

University Governors and Senators wear 
stoles bearing the crest of the University over 
their gowns, gold faced for Governors and 
green faced for Senators. The University 
Registrar wears a green gown with gold trim 
on the sleeves. 

The University gratefully acknowledges the 
generous financial contribution made by the
